| The name of the corporation hereby formed shall be tlic “Uran EASTERN 
| Raravay Company.”

| The amount of the capital stock of the corporation shall be Two Hundred 
Å and Fifty Thousand Dollars ($250,000), divided into two thousand five hun- 
SÉ dred (2,500) shares of One Hundred Dollars cach.

. The corporation is organized for the purpose of buying, gemning, main- 
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taining, operating and further extending the railroads, rights, properties and' 
franchises hereinafter described, and being a part of the railroads, rights, pro- 
perties and franchises recently belonging to the Utah Central Railway Com- 
pany (a corporation of the State of Utah), which have recently been sold 
under judicial proceedings, and being all the railroad properties and rights: 
lately of said Utah Central Railway Company Pasterly and southerly from 
Park City in Summit County, Utah, and all (el lines of railroad to be pur- 
chased are situated in the Counties of Summit, Vasateh and Uintah in said 
State. 


The termini of the railroads and franchises fpr railroads to be purchased, 
and their proximate lengths and routes, and thd counties through and into 
which said railroads and railroad franchises intended to be purchased extend 
and pass are as follows: 


Commencing at Park City in said County of Summit and thence running 
in an easterly course to Moon’s Mill in Wasatch |County, a distance of about 
twenty-seven miles, including “Y,” spurs and sidings; thence in an cast and 
southeasterly course to a point in the vicinity of [Wolf Creek Pass and to the 
Duchesne River and Lake Fork in Wasateh Cot niy, thence easterly via the 
Uintah River aud Ashley River, to the Colorado] State line in Snake Valley, 
near Popper's Ranch in Uintah County, a distante of about one hundred and 
seventy-six miles, including «Y? spurs and sidings.
